SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Board decided that this video recording did not fall within s3(2) of the Act. The 
Board considered whether or not this video recording “degrades or dehumanises or 
demeans any person” in terms of s3(3)(c) of the Act. It felt that this was the main 
criterion which determined whether or not this video recording was likely to injure the 
public good. This provision is satisfied if, for example, the female models were 
consistently filmed in a manner that reduced them to body parts, or if the men in the 
video recording were seen to treat, by way of words or actions, the female models as 
mere objects upon which to sexually gratify themselves, or if there is evidence of 
involuntariness or discomfort on the part of, or coercion against, the female models. 
The Board found many examples of these depictions in this video. 

The Board also noted with concern the manner in which sexual practices were 
depicted. Although there was a Health Department safe sex notice at the beginning of 
the video, the Board said that the frequency and intensity of scenes showing people 
engaged in dangerous and unprotected sexual activity will inevitably have a much 
more powerful, and misleading, message that counteracts the Health Department’s 
balloons cartoon. 

The Board found as a result of the manner in which this sexual activity is depicted, that 
four out of the five sequences in this video recording portrayed activities which were 
photographed in a manner that degraded, dehumanised and demeaned women within 
the meaning of s3(3)(c) of the Act. This was the dominant effect of the video 
recording. The pervasiveness of these shots make excisions difficult if not impossible 
to contemplate. Further, the demeaning, degrading and dehumanising characteristics 
were of such an unrelenting, intense and pervasive nature as to be the sole criterion 
making this video injurious to the public good by reinforcing negative male attitudes 
towards women. It consequently classified this video recording as “objectionable”. 
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
